ture this session. Of this number less 
than one-half have passed one branch 
of the general assembly. 
The Legislature has passed for the 
second time, the proposed amendment 
! permitting issuance of $8,000,000 in 
state bonds for erecting and equipping 
buildings at Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege. 
Other 
proposed 
amendments 
which would authorize the issuance of 
bonds are: $5,000,000 for erecting and 
equipping armories for the Pennsyl­ 
vania National Guard, $25,000,000 for 
reforestation purpose*,*$35,000,000 for 
payment of a bonus to Pennsylvania 
veterans of the World War, $50,000,- 
000 for highway purposes and $50,- 
000,000 to finance the construction of 
state-owned institutions for mental 
defectives, penal offenders 
and 
de­ 
linquents. 
Passage by this Legisla­ 
ture of the amendments affecting the 
! National Guard and State College 
would make them ready for submis­ 
sion to the people for approval. 
In 
nearly every case these amendments 
were submitted in both the House and 
Senate. 
The legislature has passed for the 
second time those amendments which 
would require the governor to submit 
an executive budget biennially before 
March I and would permit the state 
to do its own printing and binding. 
Proposed 
amendments carrying the 
same provisions also were introduced 
| for the first time, the sponsors con­ 
tending that should the others be pro­ 
hibited from submission this year, the

Three of the proposed amendments

No grain grower can afford to allow 
European barberry to grow on or near 
his farm anymore than he can afford 
to keep foxes in his chicken yard, 
states W. A. MeCubbin, plant disease 
specialist. Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture. 
The wheat crop in 
one county is known to have been al­ 
most' ruined in 1924 by stem rust com­ 
ing from wild barberry plants in an 
adjacent rocky pasture. 
Doubtless 
there are mapy other places in the 
state which have suffered in like man­ 
ner. 
The peculiar and unfortunate rela­ 
tionship between the seemingly harm ­ 
less 
barberry and 
the destructive; 
grain rust is explained by the disease , 
specialist. The black stem rust is th e 
most damaging of the two rusts com­ 
monly ound on wheat, the other be-j 
ing the common hut less destructive 
leaf rust. 
The block stem rust has 
the habit of attacking the barberry in 
; the spring, forming on 
the 
leaves 
orange spots dotted with little cups. 
Because it can thus get its early start 
on the barberry in spring it can at­ 
tack nearby wheat much sooner and to 
a much gloated extent than if this sec­ 
ond host were absent. 
This is why 
the barberry is a menace to the wheat 
grower and is the reason barberries 
are being destroyed 
in a statewide 


manner in the mid-west states. 
A word of caution should be added; 
it is only the so-called European bar­ 
berry which is dangerous, and not the 
Japanese variety, which 
is entirely 
harmless in this respect. 
These two 
types can be 
distinguished 
by the 
leaves, which are smooth edged in the 
Japanese 
and 
toothedged 
in 
the 
European; by the 
fruit, 
which 
is 
single or paired in the Japanese and 
like a loose grape cluster in the 
European; by the prickles or spines 
which are single in the Japanese and 
three in the European. 
Further the 
Japanese barberry is a low* spreading 
bush while the European plant tends 
to grow into a shrub as tall as a man 
or higher. 
The nurseries of the country have 
generally come to recognize the dan­ 
gerous nature of the European bar­ 
berry and in a public spirited way are 
suppressing it, replacing it wherever 
possible by the harmless Japanese bar­ 
berry and other shrubs. In the same 
spirit local owners should declare war 
against this pest and thus free their 
neighborhood 
from 
the 
constant 
menace of a disastrous outbreak of 
the deadly black stem rust. 
The Department of Agriculture will 
be glad to identify any barberry 
plants sent in and especially if these 
come from rpcky waste 
land where 
they have escaped from cultivation 
and established themselves in a wild 
state.
